TOWN WARRANT 


Somerset, State of Maine 
To Clair H. Lewis, a constable in the Town of Palmyra in the 
County of Somerset. 


GREETINGS: 

In the name of the State of Maine, you are hereby required to notify 
and warn the inhabitants of said Town of Palmyra, qualified by law 
to vote in town affairs, to assemble in the Town Hall on Saturday, 
the eleventh day of March, A.D. 1978 at ten o’clock in the forenoon 
to act on the following articles to wit: 

Art. 1. To choose a moderator to preside at said meeting. 

Art. 2. To choose a Town Clerk for the ensuing year. 


Art. 3. To examine and act on the reports of the Town Officers. 


Art. 4. To choose three Selectmen, three Assessors, three 
Overseers of the Poor, and fix compensation for same. 


Art. 5. To choose a Treasurer for the ensuing year and fix com- 
pensation for same. 


Art. 6. To choose a Tax Collector and act on anything relating 
thereto. 


Art. 7. To choose a Road Commissioner and act on anything 
relating thereto. 


Art. 8. To choose a M.S.A.D. 48 School Board Member for a three 
year term. 


Art. 9. To see if the Town will vote to elect a Budget Committee 
and act on anything relating thereto. 


Art. 10. To choose all other necessary Town Officers for the 
ensuing year. 


Art. 11. To see if the inhabitants of the Town will vote to give a 
discount on taxes paid within 45 days of billing date and act on 
anything relating thereto. 

Selectmen Recommend: 2 percent 


Art. 12. To see if the inhabitants of the Town will vote to charge 
interest on all unpaid taxes after such date as the Town shall 
determine or act on anything relating thereto: 

Selectmen recommend: 6 percent after Feb. 1 


Art. 13. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate for care of Cemeteries (Perpetual and Non-Perpetual) 
and act on anything relating thereto: 


Art. 14. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
such sums of money as may be necessary to pay for the following 
and act on anything relating thereto: 


Budget Committee Recommends: 


Town Charges: Raise $12,000 
Town Poor: Raise 3,500 
Winter Roads: Surplus 8,000 
Notes & Interest: Raise 500 


Art. 15. To see if the Town will vote to take $10,000 from Federal 
Revenue Sharing monies for summer roads and act on anything 
relating thereto: 

Budget Committee Recommends: $10,000 

Art. 16. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 

the sum of $5,000 for fire protection and act on anything relating 
thereto:

SELECTMEN’S REPORT 


The year 1977 marked a year of significant changes in municipal 
government. The assessors, with assistance of Willis Millett, Dan 
See and George Cray, measured, categorized and evaluated most 
property in town. We still have about 20 percent of the buildings to 
give on site inspections. A new system of cards and tax books in the 
office should enable more efficiency in the future. However, 
mistakes in tax maps, property record cards, and many that we 
made ourselves consumed much of our time this fall. Please bear 
with us; there is no mistake that can’t be corrected. 


The new welfare guidelines for 1978 have made work for 
assistance from the town legal for the first time in many years. We 
plan to keep paint brushes and bush cutters handy. 


Sheila Later is still employed by Somerset County C.E.T.A. to 
maintain office hours at the town hall from 8:30 to 11:30 and 12:30 
to 4:30. Due to the fact that some people have trouble getting to the 
office during hours, duplicate excise tax books and registration 
blanks will be kept at the home of the tax collector. 


Several costs to the community have shown increases. The cost of 
using the Pittsfield Dump has risen 29 percent. The uncertainty of 
its continued use by Palmyra after this year makes it necessary to 
explore other avenues during 1978, possibly with Hartland and St. 
Albans. 


The town is now required to pay unemployment insurance on all 
municipal employees who are not elected or appointed officials. 
The rate is 2.4 percent of the first $6,000 for each employee, to a 
maximum of $180. This will be paid out of the Town Charge account 
as are social security and workmans compensation. 


State law now requires the Selectmen to prepare a written 
emergency disaster plan to cope with such things as lost child, 
flooding, downed aircraft, bus accident etc. This should be done as 
soon as possible with the help of the planning board. Funds might 
possibly be available for a communications system for Town Hall 
and trucks. 


Anyone interested in serving on the Planning Board should 
contact the selectmen. 


There is an article in the warrant to take $3500 from surplus to 
provide water and septic facilities for the town house. This is because 
the gas toilet has proved inadequate for large groups. 


We would like to point out that the selectmen meet every Monday 
at 7:00 p.m. Citizens are welcome to drop in and discuss any 
problems with us. We would especially urge citizens to come in and 
look over the tax books and discuss their valuations prior to April 
Ist.

Scope of Audit: 


The system of internal control was reviewed as pertained to the 
handling of cash and other matters of financial concern. Cash 
accounts were verified by reconciliation of statements furnished 
by the depositories and by direct bank confirmation. 


An analysis was made of receipts and deposits as well as expen- 
ditures and negotiated checks. Vouchers, payrolls and cancelled 
checks were examined on a selective basis. Letters of confirma- 
tion were used on a test basis to verify the correctness of ' 
recorded assets and liabilities. 


Excise tax collections were verified on a selective basis with 
copies of receipts retained by the tax collector. Trust and 
agency fund transactions were examined.
